SAFE BIKE LIGHTS AND 

WHEN TO USE THEM 

One of the most important 
things to remember about safe 
biking is that your bicycle 
MUST shave proper lighting if 
you ride it after dark! 

This may not seem important 
to the person on the bicycle, but 
it is very important to the peo- 
ple driving automobiles, be- 
cause the only way automobile 
drivers can see someone on a 
bike at night is if the bike has 
lights. If you have ever ridden 
in your parents’ car at night, 
and have come upon a person 
on an unlighted bicycle, you 
will remember it is practically 
impossible to see the bike un- 
til you are almost on top of it.

If you ride without a headlight 
or proper rear red reflector, 
your chances of being hit by a 
car are very high! 

Standard lighting for every 
bike should be—a headlamp on 
the..front, pointing . straight 
ahead, and which can be seen 
from a distance of 300 feet. A 
red reflector on the rear of the 
bike is also very essential, and 
it should be visible for 300 feet 


behind the bike. It is always 
best to have a lighted RED 


light on the rear of your bike, 
in addition to a red reflector. 
No other colored light should 
be displayed on the front of 
the bike, other than your white 
headlight. And, no other colored 
light, except red, should be dis- 
played on the rear of your bike. 
Since your ‘bicyele is usually 
out in all kinds of weather, the 
batteries in your bike lights 
should be removed about once 
each week, and wiped clean of 
dampness, dirt and corrosion. 
Batteries deteriorate very rap- 
idly if not clean and dry. While 
the ‘batteries are out of the 
lights, it is best to wipe out the 
inside of the lights with a clean 
cloth before replacing the hat- 
teries.

night, even with 
lighting, is very 
dangerous. Always make cer- 
tain that you are wearing 
LIGHT COLORED clothing 
when riding at night. Never, un- 
der any circumstances, carry .a 
passenger on your bicycle after 
dark. This makes the bike much 
more difficult to control, and 
euts down on your ability to 
respond quickly to an emer- 
gency situation on the street or 
highway.

According to Albany Fire 
Captain Ray Gonzalves, more 
than 250 persons perished in the 
Chicago. fire, which destroyed

bany residents of this dreadful 
holocaust, Capt. Gonsalves says 
“Let's not just observe this one 
week, but make every day of 
the year Fire Prevention Day.”’ 


Statistics provided by Na 
tional Fire Protection research 
indicate that the average daily 
fire toll in the United States is 
32 lives, 1520 homes, 14 schools, 
8 churches, 5 hospitals and nurs- 


ing homes, 120 stores and 135 
industrial plants. 
Further statistics show that 


almost 60 per cent of all home 
fires start in the living room or 
kitchen and of the 12,000 people 
who die in home fires yearly, 
nearly 30 per cent are children 
and over one-third of the chil- 
dren were left alone when the 
fire broke out.

On Upkeep and Improvements 


Questions on expenditures for 
the upkeep and improvement of

Gas Range: 
Before lighting a mote on your gas 
range, be sure all burners are turned 
off.
